Two weeks before the jieople go to the polls to vote in 
the most im|K»rtant presidential election o f the nation’s h is­ 
tory, it is interesting to note that no minor patty will jioll 
enough votes this year to muddy the election waters. 


T he battle for victory is squarely Inst ween the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic candidates. 


It will lie recalled that four years ago there were two 
additional pat ties involved in the race, each of which g a th ­ 
ered in more than a million votes. The so-called D ixieciat >, 
with Gov. Thurmont! of South Carolina its presidential ca n ­ 
didate, received 1,169,021 votes, while Henry Wallace anti 
his Progressive party got 1,156.103 ballots. 


Almost one-half of I *• voles in the Progie-sive party 
came from New York alone, while another 15 lier cent were 
picked up in California. 
Just where these votes will go two 
weeks from now- is difficult to determine, although the Stev ­ 
enson adherents contend that he will lie tile recipient o f 
many of them.
